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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Each of the applied references clearly has all 
the limitations positively recited in the body of the claims. At issue is whether "handlheld" in the preamble of each of the claims has 
support in the origianlly filed application, whether the term "handheld" would define over the applied art, and whether the intended use 
recitation (in claim 17 only) defines over the applied art. Support for the term "handheld" is scant at best, it's placement in the preamble 
to the claims suggest it's not even positively recited, and furthermore, the term is rather broad (some fairly large devices that are much 
larger than any of the applied art are held and carried by the hands of people). The intended use recitation in claim 17 does not define 
over the applied art because any of these devices are at least capable of meeting the intended use at least to the same extent that 
applicant's device is capable of performing the intended use. 
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
